media component, learner workbook, curriculum), panel review (year 
and rating of good, superior, or excellent for effectiveness, 
innovation, and adaptability), cost (federal funding), and comments 
(brief description of project's goals, products, and/or results). An 
index lists projects alphabetically by title; area and page are 
indicated.
